Lehman Signs Bus Bill 


Albany, N. Y., May 1C yp)—The 


159th session of the New York 
Legislature, in meeting for 19 
weeks Is the longest on record In 
the past quarter century. 


Only three times since 1900 has 


the legislature remained in ses- 
sion for a longer period. 


The 1911 session did not ad- 


journ until July 21, the 1910 leg- 
islature quit May 27 and the 1907 
session ended June 26. 


Governor Lehman signed today 


the Kelly bill empowering, resi- 
dents of school districts to rote on 
the question of providing "by tar 
or otherwise" for the conveyance 
of pupils of parochial schools as 
well as those of public institutions. 
The law amends the Education Law 
to read, in part,as follows: "When- 
ever conveyance of pupils shall be 
so provided for by vote of the in- 
habitants, the school district and 
the school trustees shall provide, 
if need be, one or more routes so 
that all children of school age in 
said district shall equally be af- 
forded transportation facilities."

INTENSE HUNT 


Troopers from Ulster Called Back 


to Search Area as all Forcei 
Intensify Hunt 


Mlddletown. N. Y., May 13 (fi>) 


j State police announced the capture 
In a running gunflght today of two 
suspects In the $14,155 Pine Bush 
bank 
holdup and the subsequent 


death of ono from a self-inflicted 
wound. 


The other prisoner was wounded. 


Both men were captured while run- 
ning through a field of tall grass 
near Mt. Hope, a suburb. 
Police 


said the condition of the second man 
Is critical. 


At Albany, Major John A. Warner. 


superintendent of state police, an- 
nounced $5,400 had been found on 
he two men. 


He said troopers who sighted the 


pair fired in the air and the fu'gitivea 
began firing with pistols. The troop- 
•rs returned the fire and wounded 
Stewart, Major Warner said. 


He said two other suspects had 


been picked up in New Jersay at the 
request ol state police and a witness 
of the bank holdup had been sent to 
identity 
them. 
Police meanwhile 


continued their search in this sec- 
tion. A rumor spread here that two 
other suspects had been cornered 
near Otlsvllle, but it could not be 
confirmed. 


Corporal J. J. Koellsted said the 


dead man was named John Mahoney 
His age was not known. He fired a 
bullet through his own head when 
troopers opened fire, police said. 


Mahoney Dies 


Mahoney died In Horton Hospital, 


Mlddletown, while state police were 
endeavoring to obtain a statement 
from his companion. Corporal Koell- 
sted identified the latter as John 
Stewart, 34. 


He said troopers thought both 


men were from West New York. 


Stewart was put under heavy 


guard at the hospital. 


(All the troopers in Ulster county 


today were called back to the search 
area near Howells as state. Orange 
county and local authorities insti- 
tuted a new fine-comb hunt for the 
two bandits still at large.) 


Capture in Tall Grass 


The capture took place in a field 


of tall grass. 
More troopers were 


Immediately sent into the area to 
hunt for two of the bank robbers 
still believed to be armed and hldinz 
there. 


Marcus Storms, a truck driver. 


who witnessed the capture, said the 
men ha.1 "money in every pocket". 


The men were in such serious con- 


dition when they were brought to a 
hospital here that their names could 
not be learned. 


A fifth man. arrested when troop- 


ers trapped the gunmen's car a few 
hours after the crime. Monday, is in 
jail here. Four fled into the woods.

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Wicks Bill to Amend 


Law for Opticians 


Passed by Senate 


Albany. May 13—The Senate has 


passed, by vote of 28 to 16. the bill 
of Senator Arthur H. 
Wicks, of 


Kingston, amending the Education 
law to regulate the practice of opti- 
cians, and creating In the State Edu- 
cation Department a state board of 
opticians. 


This is the same bill that was de- 


feated In the Senate last Thursday, 
by a vote of 22 to 22. when several 
members were absent. 
Jt was ex- 


pected then that If another vote were 
taken when all the members were 
present, or at least when some of 
them had bad a chance to change 
their minds with respect to their pre- 
vious negative vote. 


The Wicks bill, which now goes to 


the Assembly for concurrence, pro- 
poses creating an optician board of 
five members, one of whom shall be 
a duly licensed eye physician or sur- 
geon known as an oculist or opthal- 
mologlst. and who shall have spec- 
ialized In the treatment of the eyes 
and vision for a period of not less 
than five years. The remaining four 
members of the board "shall have 
been actually engaged exclusively In 
dispensing pursuant to prescription, 
for lenses, optical Instruments or de- 
vices for a period of not less than 
five years preceding tbs date of their 
appointment." 


Appointment of the board shall 


be by the State Board of Regents 
from an eligible list of 12 names, 
8 of which are to be submitted by 
the Guild of Prescription Opticians 
of Greater New York, and four of 
which shall be opthalmologlsts sub- 
mitted by the New York State Med- 
ical Society 
Terms of office of th* 


board members shall be for three 
years, and salaries are to be fixed 
by the State Education Department 


It shall be the duty of the board 


under Senator Wicks' measure, to 
provide for the licensing of opticians, 
and for the conduct and Inspection 
of optician schools for the instruc- 
tion of opticians, and to establish 
reasonable standards of experience 
and character required to entitle any 
person to receive a license. 


All persons over th* ago of 21 


year*, and who are and have been 
actively engaged as optician for flve 
years at the time the act takes effect, 
•hall automatically be given licenses, 
without examination. 


The fee for an original license will 


be 110, and for each annual re-regis- 
tration, |6. 


Inasmuch as the legislature ad- 


journs sine die some time today, It 
is expected th* Wicks' bill will be 
acted upon by the Assembly without 
lengthy debate, and speedily disposed 
of, either by passage or defeat.

He 
slipped and fell a distance of 
20 


feet Into the spillway and was car- 
ried down the stream a distance of 
about 50 feet. He received many 
Injuries, including very serious one* 
to his left leg. hip. arm and shoul- 
der. 
He also suffered 
facial 
dis- 


figurement. His left leg at the knee 
was practically rent asunedr. 


Compensation was paid him up to 


about 1933 when the Insurance car- 
rier 
discontinued 
payments 
and 


claimed that Mr. DeWltt had 
re- 


ceived all he was entitled to under 
the law. At that time Joseph Koop- 
erman was brought into the case and 
was engaged by Mr. DeWltt to prose- 
cute his claim for further compensa- 
tion. 


The matter was brought before 


Referee Hoyt. who In 1833 rendered 
a decision in favor of Mr. DeWltt 
classifying hi* Injuries as a perma- 
nent partial Injury which would en- 
title him to receive compensation as 
long as he lived.
